Mrs. Clark dashed into the flames 
in her frantic efforts to rescue her 
father and nephew’.

All that has been found of the 
bodies wrere a few’ charred bones. 
De Armond Mansion Burns. 
The mansion, a remodeled .one of 
the old Colonial type, w’as destroyed 
Nothing of the contents were saved. 
The ‘De Armond home was occu­ 
pier by the Congressman, his wife 
and Mrs. Clark. Congressman De Ar­ 
mond w’as a fres>h-air devotee and 
was teaching his grandson 
to

CA REFIX EXPLANATION FAILS TO

The Population of Cherry, IIL, Still 
Bowed 
Down 
IV Rh 
Sorrow 
Res­ 
cuers Meet Great Obstacles. 


Cherry, HH.. Nov. 24.—Hope that 
there might still be alive sdme of the 
*189 men known to be entombed in 
the St. 
Paul mine was practically 
abandoned today. 
An exploration into what is known 
as the second vein, where it was 
thought that profitably many miners 
had barricaded themselves and had 
managed to exist on oats 
and corn 
provided 
for the mules, showed that 
great portions of the tunnels had col­ 
lapsed. I. is thought many men were 
buried under the debris and if the 
obstruction is not soon cleared away 
at least 
IOO 
bodies may never be 
(lug up. Fire was still raging in these 
funnels and the back portions where 
imprisoned miners could have found 
a retreat was said to be full of the 
fatal black damp. 
\N hat little hope we had was giv­ 
en up when we penetrated to what 
is called the overcasts,” said W. W. 
Taylor, general mn urger of the mine. 
“In that place pure air would have 
been found if 
ft could have l>een 
found anywhere and the miners aware 
of it. would have retreated 
there. 
When we got into ho place we found 
it empty both of l>odies and of live 
men. We listened to detect a signal 
or any other sign of life.” 
Ullage of Mourning. 
Meanwhile Cherry continues to be 
a village or mourning. The death to­ 
day of one of the curvivors brought 
to the surface last Saturday reduced 
the total number of those saved out 
of the 310 lost in the disaster to 19. 
Almost all were identified. 
Women 
who had been prostrate for ten days 
were calM to make cer ain by re c­ 
ognition a pocket knife or a dinner 
pail that their hopes were gone. 
Down in the mine the* rescuers met 
with grea* obstacles. In one instance 
fire broke out in the tunnel cutting, 
off the escape of 25 men who h id 
ventured 4,000 feet from the hoisting 
shaft.

One of the questions that tax pav­ 
ers are inclined to ask at this time 
is—when will taxes be lower? In the 
first place tile state tax is not now, 
and has not een, as high as was the 
territorial tax. Should the court up­ 
hold the collection of special taxes 
such as the Income Tax and Gross 
Production tax, the rate of taxation 
in the state although not high now, 
can be lowered, in fact it is pos­ 
sible that as the state grows older 
that the time will arrive when it 
will not be necessary to levy a state 
tax. The local tax is the high tax 
and the more local the higher it 
generally is, for instance our school 
tax is our highest tax. On the west­ 
ern side of the state it costs more 
than twice as much to run a school 
now as it did ten years ago, and it 
stands to reason that if a farmer

President Page was on the State 
Teachers’ association program for an 
address on negro education in Ok­ 
lahoma. Prof. George Wilson of Al­ 
va, teacher of American history in 
the state normal, was also on the 
program, but had his name taken 
off 
when

executive committee 
insisted on retaining President Page. 
Prof. Wilson’s objections of the ne­ 
gro college president were echoed by 
Oiher teachers from other counties. 
President’s Page’s Letter. 
“When I received a letter from you 
several weeks ago. informing me that 
I had been invited to address the 
state teachers’ association at its next 
meeting on ‘Negro Education In Ok­ 
lahoma,’ I did not hesitate to accept 
the invitation, for the reason that 
it gave me an opportunity to show 
the progress of my race along edu­ 
cational lines, and to ask in person 
the educational leaders of your race 
for

encouragement

need in the efforts we are making 
to prove ourselves worthy of the

Alfalfa is 
a 
native 
of 
Western 
Asia and was first cultivated by the 
ancient Greeks and Romans. 
It is 
a* upright perennial plant, resemb­ 
ling somewhat the red clover, but 
having purple flowers, in a long clus­ 
ter rather than in a compact -bunch; 
the clusters are scattered over the 
entire plant instead 
of 
the 
upper 
branches as in red clover. It should 
be remembered that alfalfa, with oth­ 
er legumes, has upon its roots nod­ 
ules produced by certain 
bacteria 
with whose aid the plants are en­ 
abled to obtain a supply of free nit­ 
rogen, by the decay of these nod­ 
ules the soil becomes richer In nit­ 
rogen. Now alfalfa can be grown 
without the bacteria, more especial- 
> if the soil is rich aud there is 
an abundant supply of nitrogen, but 
if the soil lacks these elements then 
to grow alfalfa successfully it is 
necessary to inundate the plants ar­ 
tificial! v. This Is done by scattering 
upon the field soil from an infected 
field, or by placing the bacteria dir­ 
e l y upon the seed before sowing. 
The latter process has been found 
the more practical. 
As to the preparation of the soil: 
As soon in the spring as the soil 
is warm enough and in g.>od condi­ 
tion, take a disc harrow ani cut the 
ground two or three inches deep 
Follow with a drag harrow and make 
surface fine, then fallow with a turn­ 
ing plow and break six or seven 
inches deep. Follow with the disc 
then with a harrow, making a fine, 
mellow, firm seed bed, quite neces­ 
sary for alfalfa. 
Then 
drill 
one 
bushel of oats per acre for a nurse 
crop. Then <?ow twenty pounds nice 
clean alfalfa seed per acre. It is 
best to sow seed both ways. By this 
method we secure a uniform stand, 
there being no bare spots. The oats 
should be cut f?»r hay about the 
time they are coming In milk 
By 
chis time the alfalfa will be eight 
to twelve inches high. The oats and 
alfalfa together will make excellent 
hay. When eight or ten Inches high 
it should he again cut and let the 
cuttings re attn where they fall. Cut 
again, as 
before 
described, 
after 
which 
it win 
make 
a 
sufficient, 
growth to go into winter. 
The next summer the a’.falfa can 
be mowed four times at least, and 
will produce five or 
hay per acre. It

It 
is well known that alfalfa is even 
more nutritious 
than 
clover, 
al­ 
though it is not as well balanced, 
being too rich in protein. For best 
results it should be combined with 
some other feeds rich 
in 
carbohy- 
drates. Alfalfa should not be used as 
a seed crop only the last year be­ 
fore plowing under as a seed crop 
weakens the plant and reduces the 
stand.
